Robert Thompson, New York chairman of the Communist Party and decorated war hero, 


was stabbed and brutally slugged in an assassination attempt during the early hours of yester- 


day morning. The 33-year-old veteran of two wars—the Spanish War and World War II— was set 


| — upon from behind by three unidentified thugs near 
9 his home at 39-40—46th Street, Sunnyside, Queens. 


Last night Thompson was still in serious condi- 
tion and confined to bed in his home to which he 
was borne after the attack. He was attended by | his 
wife Leona who, several days earlier, had given birth 
to a son. 

Mayor O’Dwyer yesterday refused to,see a dele- 
gation led by City Councilman Benjamin J. Davis to 
discuss the attack and demand action for apprehen- 
sion of the would-be killers. The delegation an- 
nounced that the Communist Party's State 
Committee was offering a reward of $10,000 for 
information leading to arrest of the assailants: The 
New York County Committee offered a $5, 000 
reward.

Class Struggles In 


The People’s Democracies 
PRAGUE (By Mail). 

WO MAIN FACTORS account for the 

growth of class struggles in the peo- 


ple’s democracies. First, beyond a doubt, 
is the international situation. If wartime 


understanding among the great powers 
had survived, or if there were any real prospect of 
restoring this understanding quickly, the tempo of 
development in central and eastern Europe would 
have been slower. It might have been possible to 
deal with the classes that represent remnants of 

„ aapitalism in a different manner. 

nut on this side of Europe, the 

division of the world into two 

camps means the necessity of po- 

litieal defenses and fortifications. 

Czechoslovakia lies alongside 

Austria and Germany, and no 

Czech ever forgets that. The re- 

actionary forces speculate con- 

stantly that help will arrive from 

across the borders. Prague is in- 

e termittently full of rumors about 

American troop movements and most of the 8,000 

runaways fföm the new Czechoslovakia have found 

a warm welcome in Bavaria, which is a hotbed of 

espionage. The danger of a revived German im- 

perialism, guided by American reaction, is a very 

real thing for the Czechs, who remember Munich 

vividly and bitterly. When I asked a member of 

the Czechoslovak Foreign Office to sum up the prob- 

lems of his country’s foreign policy, he replied with 
one word: “Germany.” 

Poland has the same feeling, since the recovered 
territories in the west, where 5,000,000 people have 
now been settled, is not yet recognized as Poland’s 
de jure. Add this all up, and you can understand 
why these governments will not only crush every 
attempt to turn the clock back, but must proceed 
to the transformation of the classes that still hanker 


for the “good old days.” 


* * 


THE SECOND MAIN reason for the intensied 
class struggle lies in the inner dynamics of planning 
for socialism. The Czechs discovered last fall that 
you cannot wait too long to let the other shoe drop. 
You could not control and plan basic industry while 
leaving foreign trade, or the building industry, or 
wholesale distribution in the hands of the capitalist 
class. Because they, that class, not only soon 
amassed terrific fortunes and sabotaged the plan- 
ning, but plotted to undermine the segment of the 

economy which was nationalized. There is no pro- 
longed half-way house to socialism: if you loll 
around, and wait too long, you run the danger of not 
getting where you started to go. * 


Take another aspect: the building up of heavy 
industry in the forthcoming five and six year plans 
will require (especially in Poland) a drawing-off of 
surplus agricultural labor and an increase of fac- 
tory workers. To accomplish this change, the peas- 
ant youth must be attracted to the city. This re- 
quires rationalizing agriculture, which in turn means 
changing the relationship between the mass of 
small peasants and the richer kulaks, Failure to do 
this not only undermines the plan, but threatens to 
swamp the working class itself. Sharper class strug- 
gle is therefore dictated by the international situa- 
tion; and it is a law for the advance from people’ 8 
democracy to socialism. 2 

* 


‘THIS DOESN’T necessarily require force and 
violence. The idea that the people’s democracies 
are police states is nonsense. It is quite amazing to 
see how much change can be accomplished with such 
a minimum of compulsion once state power is 
. Securely in the hands of the working people. Even 
reluctant and hesitant sectors of the population tend 
to obey their government without necessarily being 
terrorized. At the funeral for Dr. Benes the other 
day it was known that reactionary leaders of the 
Sokol movement were planning to create dis- 
turbances. It was only necessary, however, for the 
blue-shirted Workers uards to march alongside the 
procession and the reactionaries got cold feet. 

It was a pleasure to see these workers with their 
rifles, after the march was over. They stood about 
in small groups, leaning on their guns, smoking 
quietly—impressive bivouacs in the Wenseslas 
Square. There was no terror. There was a show 
of strength. And that did the Job.

a short lunging overhana right to the jaw. A bitter, audible sob burst 
from Zale’s lungs as the punch landed and Cerdan’s face fell. Tony, 
sensing the elusive moment had to be now or never, charged on top 
of Marcel in murderous fury.
